But they 
do not like to bo seen porforniing ia one 
faniny tJife'aervice that a Cliinainan is 
doing in another, 'i'lie fceliiiy is akin to 
the poor whito.s of tho .->l:ivo States the 
most -ihiftlpsa class of American popnla- 

• tidn.'. The -work they might have done 
va« 'tainted with the tlisgraco of slavery. 
jAWe^orth' the same-wo.^^ was frca and 
ctSnsequently respectable^ Household 
.■seirvjco is .shunned in this city for similar 
reasons. Girls will do almost anything 
rftfh?r Ihaii place themselves on a level 
with the Chinese. It is very well to 
say that work is not degraded 1>)' the 
'cha^j:t<cr or^condition of the people that 
eni^jge in it, but that is true only 
in the absti-act. Practically the relative 
standing of the various branches of indus- 
try is determined lo a groat extent by the 
character of the persons employed in it. 
One can hardly blame the girls for look- 
ing elsewhere for work wlien they see the 
bulk of liousehold work done by Chinese. 
The Santa Gruz i^'entinel says there luc 
not fifty Chinese in that town. The peo- 
ple will not have them in any capacity . 
'Oie San Jose Times says that city could 
get along as well without the Chinese as 
.Santa Cruz, if they had a mind to. In a 
good many counties a very little etl'ort on 
the part of the white people would re- 
place the Chinese with whites. There is 
a good deal of humbug in the aa.sumption 
that if one man employs Ohiiii'se aiiothoi- 
must. Take tlie canneries of C'alifurnia, 
for example, and wo lliul Chiurso in some 
and white boys and girls in ftlier.i. One 
of the largest eatablislmients o[ this kind 
in California has not employed Chine.".c 
for four years. There are several which 
.Tre now canied on with very little or 
none of that kind of lielp. Yet the canning 
busincs.'i, from the I'act that it does not 
furnish employment the year round, would 
hiiturally experience as much difticulty as 
any other in prociu'ing help. .V close ex- 
amination of the •\iiestion justiCes tlic 
conclusion that tlio Chinese can bo done 
away with whenever tjm people make uji 
their minds to do without them. It is an 
easy-going way, the Vail says, wo have 
fallen into, of employing the nearest or 
sheapest.man to do whatever we want 

"'doheraftS it has happened of late that the 
Chineio are always at hand and ready for 
anything that offers. Tlio Eastern ptople 
.do not make our cause their own for the 
reason that we do not try to help our- 
selves. It is about time now to try or to 
quit complaining. The fact that Chinese 
mnuufacturors are crowding out Amerl- 
cans "'who employ Chinese in the same 
lintfof business, will tend to make the. 
American manufacturers more responsive 
to a home movement than they miglit 
otherwise be. It is only a question of 
time when the Chinese will nu)nopoliy.e 
ihe branches of businc.s,s in which they 
are engaged, if they are allowed to bring 
their coolies here to work under contracts 

, enforced by the Chinese Six Companies. 

SALT SPUING ISLAXU ELECTlOS. 

Mr. Justice Gray has voided the elec- 
tion held on Salt Spring Islaiul for muni- 
cipal officers. Gross instances of tamper- 
ing with the ballot-boT were shown to the 
satisfaction of the judge and tlie return- 
ing officer — onoRoiiiNsoN — wasmulclod in 
costs. Mr. FooRD, a J. F. ontheLsland, 
and a go^orhment 'agent, or sontething of 
the sort, is mentioned in the evidence and 
the judgment as having assisted and 
advised the wrongful act. It would be 
too much to expect this government to 
cancel Mr. 1''oord'.s commission. They 
will never do that; but some indignant 
elector will probably bring the matter in- 
to coaVt by instituting proceedings against 
vhe oiBenders for misdemeanor. This 
practice of^.stuffing ballol-boxea should be 
nippdd in its early stages, or there is no 
flavin" where it will end.

To TiiK Ewtor: — Dkau Sik, Highi 
years ago I went to Uig Mend to ;ui ex- 
citement caused there by l!oolh. He 
wrote down here to his brothers th.u he 
hud struck a imnan/.a, and Sam Hoolh 
and his friend, i^lv. Charity, st-irled fur 
that place. 1 Iiold nf tlie ii,-ws and 
followed them. \\hen we gnt iheiv 
Booth's claim had given mil and we had 
to retui-n.

Ions, llcr engines are three-cylinder 
lyiH', and they developed «,287 horse- 
liowor.

A LARGE TOWN DEVASTATE D. 
Loss of Lifo and Property- 

I.voEi'KNniisr'i;, Mo., April l!). -About 
4 o'clock j'cstcrday afternoon BrowtieviUe, 
Saline coiinly, was almost entirely devas- 
tated antl laid waste by the most terrible 
tornado since the one which destroyed 
Richmond, June I, I.S78. A drizzling 
rain had been falling since noon, and a 
few moments before tho storm struck tho 
town the atmosphere grew suddenly close 
and a heavy darkness almost like night 
ensued. .\ few moinents after a terrii)le 
roaring noise was heard and tlie next in- 
stant a black and angry .'a inel shaped 
oloutl was seen coming from the south- 
west at almost lightning speed. .V lari|e 
part of the fimnel was downward, and it 
seemed to be wheeling with a rotary mo- 
tion, boundiiu; aloiiL; close to the earth 
like a rubber ball. W hen tne funnel 
reached the southwestern limits of town 
it seemed to roll almiL; within a few feel 
of the ground and hiuises were raised 
clear oil' their foundations. Trees were 
uprooted i»l twisted oil close i.. the 
ground, .and animals and persons picked 
up and carried foi' yards through the air 
anil then dropped hriiiscd and blepding 
to tlio ground. The itack of ihe cyclone 
was about li'iO yards wide and extended 
from the southwestern to the northeast- 
ern limits of the town, lot.ally destroying 
over 20 principal bnsincsg houses and 
' dwellin..;s. Two l.irge business blocks, 
; two story brick biiilding.s, in the northern 
1 pari of Ihe town were torn completely to 
! .atoms and ihe debris scattered in every 
j direction, h'raine dwellings wore drawn 
I into the seethiiii; vortex and crushed like 
! pgg shells, and heavy limbers carried 
hundreds of yards. 'I'lie number of per- 
j rtons who wore killed outright as far as 
! can be learned at this time is seven, and 
1 at least more are badly injured, some 
fatally. U ith one exception the persona 
killed were all inside of buildings, .and 
buried and bruised- by falling walls. 
Tlio-.e u[u.ii the street were terribly shak- 
en 11 [1, hut I hey seem to have fared much 
betti-r than those within btlildings. Fol- 
low iiig is a list of killed: Clans iMeyers, 
nierchaiii; .Arthur, couiinercial drunnnor; 
Williams, clerk; P. S. Cruggs, farmer; I. 
Payne, preacher; James Miller, and Con. 
V\'hite, cily marahal. The lust named 
w:w upon the street, and was drawn up 
into the air, carried a long distance and 
dropped a lifeless and almost .shapeless 
mass. 

Sr. Liii Is, .April 20. — -'I'ho Itfpnbliran'^ 
correspondent, writing from Browneville, 
gives particulars of tho terrible cyclone. 
'The work of clearing the debris ■^v.as com- 
menced after Ihe storm passed, and has 
bccp. kept up incessantly ever since, but 
it will require several d.ays lo thoroughly 
ovi-rhaul tho ruins. Two more dead bod- 
ies have been exhirtncd, and it is thuught 
there are f.till a woman and child beneath 
the ruins. K. ( i. Higgcrsliifl' was on the 
street when the .second storm clouds 
united and made their terrible rush for 
the town. He stood directly in tho line 
of tho fimnol-.shaped cloud, and thinking 
to get out of its way started to run, but 
had not proceeded more than a tlozen 
yards when he was enveloped, drawn up 
several foot .above the ground and hurled 
against a brick building, but escaped 
withoni e\cn a Inuise. He says while he 
was up in tho air within tho vorlox of the 
cloud, ho herd a terrible crackling .sound, 
and could see myriads of sparks flying 
around, evidently elcctncal. Tho storm 
ilid lUil last more than a minute; when il 
passed all [larts of the town touched were 
a perfect waste. Tho llrst place the storm 
struck was a two-3toi->' brick buikling, 
corner of Main and Spring streets, occu- 
pied by Myers i^' Doming, dry goods 
dealers; Thomas .Andrews, clothing; A. 
lielsen, groceries; and \. Keimhert, 
hardware; all of which were lifted from 
their foundations and hurled inl.i the 
alr«ct, burying tho inmates and killing 
three outright. The storm then continu- 
ed northeast, demolishing a number of 
dwellings on its w.ay, to a brick block on 
Laxington avenue. Seven two-story 
brick buildings were destroyeil, and others 
badly damaged. The Browneville Hotel, 
a large two-story frame building, was i 
compleloly carried away, and the timbers 
scattered ono hundreil yarda around. PThe 
brick public school building was cut down 
to the first windows. The school had 
been disinissed about fifteen minutes be- 
fore the storm. The Christian Church 
w;i.s al.^o destroyed. .-Vbout twenty frame 
snd several brick dwellings were demol- 
ished. Tho aggregate loss is at least 
Jl 50,000. Tho force of the wind was so 
i;reat that it lifted brick buildings clear of 
their foundations, and frame buildings 
were picked up bodily and twisted into 
splinters. Carpets and furniture in dwel- 
lings were carried entirely out of town 
and lodged in tree tops, and lumber yards 
were scattered all over the country. Sev- 
eral fiieces wore t'oiind a mile distant. 
One house was carried about lifty feet 
and hurled against a brick wall, and two 
miles in the country a feiico rail was dri- 
ven i-niirely through the body of a row,

— Runners from Eagle 
Creek says that McMaster and five Mexi- 
cans were killed there. .A large force of 
Indians yet remain on Eagle Creek. Fears 
are entertained for the safoty of Tom 
Ne^fland ;ind wife, McINturran and son, 
Lainb and aim, and Some other parties. 
A party from Stafi'ord says that at Eagle 
Creek this morning there were Ihrco 
prospectors killed on the Apache road. 
The bodies were warm when tho troops 
came up with them. The Indians des- 
troyed the freight, shot some horses, and 
carried others oil' with I hem. They also 
tried to set tire to the wagons. 

Later news a.iys there were ten iMexi- 
cans killed at E.agle Creek, including Mc- 
Master's wifo and children. The infor- 
mant also states that one of his Indian 
herders, who was taken prisoner by N.atzo 
and .lull, escaped, and says that New- 
laiid, I\IcMurran and party arc all killed. 

A special from San Carlos says the 
Chircahuac made a raid in there after the 
Loctia barid, and 'scooped everything be- 
fore thom,.killing twenty people. -As far 
as heard from, there aro not sufficient 
troops to protect tho place.
